Til a General Orders* 

Eeonrring to what wo may bo per- 
mitted to designate aa the 'Goneral Or. 
aeTll » jaat issued lor the government of 
Common Schools, we propose pointing 
out onoor t*o additional and, perhaps, 
niore practical objections. Ouo cannot 
we ry well holp being struck with the 
Bimilarity existing between the attitude 
of tho Inspector General towards the 
School Teachers of this o olotiy, end that 

• f the taskmasters set over the Hebrew 
boudmon by Pburaoh, Kins of Egjpl. 
It will bo recollected that when the i±t- 
T)reiV8 complained tf tho soverily ol 
their treatment, that merciless monarch 
commanded the taskmasters, Baying, 

* Yo nt) all no more give the people stru.iv 
to make brick, as heretofore: let them 
go and gather straw ior themselves 
And the ulo of bricks which they did 
mako heretoforo yo shall lay upon Lheoi; 
yo Bhall not diminish aught thereof. 
Let l hero more woik be laid upon the 
men, that 1 hey may labor therein ; and 
let UvbdS not, ri'irard vi&tt words.' Asa 
striking counterpart to tbo treaimout 
thus meted out to the Children of Is- 
rael, we find tho Government of this 
Colony, instead of ameliorating tua cer- 
tainly very hard lot of the Common 
School Teachers, ' laying moro work 
upon them,' ai.d leaving them to 'gather 
straw for tueaiselvo*.' Under the now 
regulations tho schooUhours are length- 
ened out by half an hour, and in addi- 
tion to that, the Teachers are liable to he 
Culled npori to put in and extra hour or 
two during four dtijs o.ery we^k, while 
religious instruction is ben g imparted 
to tbo pupils. Here rve have, say, ten 
additional hours' work a week, equal to 
two txtra days, imposed upon the'i'eueti- 
ers. And yet I hey must 'gather straw 
for themselves'! It it* known that the 
Government r.lusos to givo moro than 
8480 this year to • ards Common Scbool 
Education in this District, although the 
Act provides for twice that sum beiug 
giveu. This 5-180, let it bo remarked 
has to be divided between two School 
Teachers; and when it is stated th'-t 
during the past f.urteen months a 
thm these Teauhers have received for 
their services, over and above the miser* 
able pittance lrom tbe Government, is 
only fifty dollars apiece, tho reader will 
seo mat, tbo comparison we h:ive itiBii- 
tited is no greut « xiiggeration. Id this 
s condition of things under which the 
Govtrumeut is entitled to impose ad 
ditiuiial duties ? ' Beggars cannot 
be choosers.' Tbo colony coitaioly 
is not in i position to meet the 
Common School Teachers witbfresh ox 
actioi.. Tho School Act has been 
amended. It waB doubtless desirable 
that an efficient Iiupecor of Schools 

should be appointed. Without thai, ihv 

.Educational ship— a wretched craft at best, 
ana misoruhly appointed withal— wasat 
sea wiibout a commander. But was tha 
the only delect which culled forremedy7 
Did not tbo most felt und prominent 
defect of the system consist in this, tha* 
it did not make effective provision for 
the financial support of Jiducaiion? The 
Touchers were starving ; schools had to 
be cloned bicuuso ample and effectire 
means fur providing Lho necessary re- 
venue for Educational purposes did not 
ex'sL. Bui we do uo t hud tho slightest 
eQ'irt boiiia, made, or the laintost con- 
cern manifested for tho amelioration of 
the truly wretched condition of those 
upon whom must chiefly depend the 
fULce^s of the Lest schooi fysiem. On 
tbo contrary, we fiud an additional dti- 
mand mndo upon their ulrtady uureqiii" 
tod labors, and a 1 General ' appointed 
to loid it over empty btomaclia ! Turn 



find it necessary to seek a good education 
for their ohildren in oti.er than State 
Schools, it at onoo becomes UHlair to 
mttke these parentis contribute their 1 ill 
quota towards the support of State 
Schools, while they have, at tho same 
time, to pay directly for the education 
of their children elsewbero. Tho great 
object of all denominations meeting to- 
gether on one common non-seotarian 
basis is that the people may, in a new 
country, be enabled to have eflicient 
schools. It is lor this object that wo 
taopn to Bee all religious teaching in re- 
gard to whieh tho different d nomina- 
tions cannot ogioo eliminated from our 
Common Schools. But if, after oxclu I. 
ing reliu.ious teaching in order that all 
may corns together, the Common Schools 
of the oountry are of so low a standard 
ns not to meet tho just wants of all, we 
shall have mude whut some may regard 
in tho lii?ht of a compromise wholly in 
vain, To be successful tho Common 
Schools must be eflicient. To bo just 
they mud meet tho reasonablo wants of 
all classes.

pupils. A few general remarks and we 
havo done : It is simply absurd to ex- 
pect the liduu.lioiiul institutions of the 
Country to flourish unless tho sorvices 
Of good, ellioieiii., Zoulous Teachers cun 
bo ..cured ; and it is idle to expect to 
command tuo soiriceH ol such Teachers 
unless there be discriminating selection 
and i^roper remuneration. It is not to 
bo expected that good Teachers will 
come to a colony having such a bad 
reputation in regard to its Educutioual 
insliiniionH, and it is still leBs to bo ex- 
pected that good Tenders will rimaiu 
in the coloDy and submit to such treat- 
ment as bus been meted out to thorn in 
tho past.

Oachb Crbkk, .May 24, 1870. 
I loftlicro for French Cr_ek April 1 7 tb and 
returned hero May 21st, having made lho round 
trip io 24 dujs. I found the traveling much 
belter ttina before. For Tl miles beyond Sey 
ruour towards (Jolutubiu rivor tlio snow'' 
completely gone. From that point to with 
tvro railea of the Coluinbin there Is still so 
bdow, end for about ssveu miles across th 
summit of lho divide lliem is jot an average 
ot aboul six feet. About lho first week iu Jun 
I think trains can pass. 

The miners on French creek havo all bee 
at work some time, and were doing very w 
considering some obstacles incident to ih 
Spring Ire. bet, which i3 now upon thein. On 
company — Bralej'a — had found a piece 
quartz, and gold weighing 13 oz. It contained 
11 J a/, pure gold. Tbo i/buntain company 
buv.' beeu taking out good pay nnd are now 
working up a breast which pays considerable 
over wages. This ia the uppermost company 
on Freueli creek. Above their ground th 
creek has never hocn tested. 

On Uamp creek the company Hint be 
sinking last fall and were obliged to atop fe 
want of water to run their wheel.have resum 
work again and may probably bo on bedroc 
by the time I reach tbero on my next trip. 

There is nothing known at French creek 
new diggings on Canoe rirer; but the miuer 
think it likely that news might hava go. 
(Jolvillo by way of tbo South Fork nnd Koot 
enay Lakes. In that case they would nol h 
of it. Two Canadian Frenchmen went up L'a 
noo river last Fall and took a year's supply 
with them. Up to this time nothing has been 
heaid from them at Fronch creek. The steam 
er 1 '-19,' it is cipected, will be up trom Col 
villo about Juno 1st, An influx of miueru is 
expected by ber. 

The farmers ou tho Upper Thompson have 
finished putting in their grain. On ar. aver 
ago they have double tho amount of laud un 
der culiivalion this than any previous Beason 
and in consequeuce of a great amount of snow 
lust winter, they expect an abundance of \vn 
ter for irrigating purposes.

Attempt at Suioidb. — YeatercUy afternoon

Subsequently 
Dra Powell and Bellamy were called and as- 
certained that the pistol bad been held to the 
left breast and fired. The ball fortunately 
■truck a rib, glancing around it, and 
wa i taken out noar the spine. The injury is 
pronounced dangerous but not necessarily latal. 
Since committing the rash act Benny has ex- 
pressed a desire to live and protests that tbo 
shooting was accidental. The revolver belong, 
«d to Johnson, and was lying in the till when 
he left the saloon.
